sales effected except as subject to strikes, 
and this is found to be impracticable. 
Canners can neither purchase fruit in 
quantity nor get cans and sugar to the 
farmer in the interior, and that branch 
of industry has also ceased. ‘One can- 
ner placed the loss on fruit yesterday at 
$100,000, but said that for the next five.

The unusual amount of interest centered 
in the probable action of Judge Ross and 
the grand jury was evidenced by the vast 
crowd of men which swarmed in the hall- 
ways and staircases of the Federal build- 
ing, and in its immediate vicinity yester- 
day morning, long before the hour at. which 
the District Court usually convened. The 
railroad men, witnesses, and spectators of 
all sorts and conditions, who were awaiting 
the opening of court, were augmented by 
several hundred applicants for appointment 
as deputies under the United States Mar- 
shal, and, as only a few of these could be 
disposed of at a time, the halls were 
blocked all day long.“ 

When the doors of the courtroom were 
opened at 10:26 o’clock, a rusli was made 
for them, but in a few seconds every 
available inch of space was pre-empted, 
and none but officers of the court being 
admitted to the inclosed space within the 
railings, the greater of the crowd was 
reluctantly compelled to remain outside. 

JUDGE ROSS’S OPENING REMARKS. 

Punctually at 10:30 o’clock Judge Ross 
took his seat upon the bench, directed 
‘Bailiff Dominguez to open the District 
Court, and, without further preliminaries, 
remarked from the bench: 

“Before opening the business of the 
court this morning, I want to sax that 
I have been informed today that there ‘are 
certain mischief-makers running around 
among the men who have ceased work, 
making all sorts of misrepresentations as 
to what the action of the court has been, 
and trying to make trouble. 1 think it is 
proper, perhaps, to say that there is no dis- 
position upon the part of the court, and 
never has been, to interfere with the 
rights of any man, but every dispo- 
sition upon the part of the court, to pro- 
tect the rights of every man when prop- 
erly brought before the court. But the dis- 
position and the intention of the court 
is to maintain the laws of the country at 
any and every hazard, and every man 
must understand that. I am satisfied that 
a great majority,’ perhaps almost all, of 
the men who have gotten into this trouble 
are really law-abiding citizens, men who 
have families and property, and whose 
interest it is that the laws of the country 
| be maintained; and whatever wrongs you 

suffer from, it any, can be corrected by 
3 of the law, and by that means 

IN THE MATTER OF RAVLIN. 

After the roll of the grand jury had 
been called by Clerk Owen, that body 
was instructed by Judge Ross as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: 
especially call your attention this morning 
io the report of certain acts and deciara- 
tions of a Dr. Raylin, at a public meet- 
ing reported to have been held at-Hazard’s 
Pavilion, in this city last night, and, 
in connection therewith, I instruct you 
that it is declared by the statutes of the 
United States that Every person who in- 
cites, sets on foot, assists, or engages in 
any rebellion or insurrection against the 
authority of the United States or the 
laws thereof, or gives aid or comfort 
thereto, shall be puntshed by imprison- 
ment not more than ten years, or by a 
fine of not more than $10,000, or by both 
of such punishments, and 
be incapable of holding any office under 
the United States,“ and, further, that 
“If two or more persons in any State. or 
Territory conspire to overthrow, put down, 
to westroy ‘by force the 

‘the United States, or to levy war against 

them, or to oppose, by force the authority 

„or by force to prevent, -hinder, 
or delay the execution of any law of the 
United States; or by force. to seize, take 
or possess any property of the United 
States contrary to the authority thereof: 
each of them shall be “punished by a fine 
of not less than 3500 and not more 
$5000, or by imprisonment, with or without 
hard labor, for a period not less than six 
months, nor more than six years, or by 
= imprisonment.“ 

“You be with diligently inquire 
whether at the time and place 5 
or at any other time or place within this 
judicial district, any person or persons 
have violated either of these provisions of 
law, or any other provision of law of the 
United States, and, in the event you find 
that any such offense or offenses have 

been committed, you should forthwith 
find and return to the court an indictment 
or indictments against the person or per- 
sons so offending, to the end that he or 
they may be dealt with as law and justice 
demand. And I charge you that in the 
‘event you find that any such offense or 
offenses have been committed, the very 
man or men first to be proceeded against 
Should be the prime movers and con- 
trollers in such unlawful acts, and the 
very man or men who should first be ar- 
are the ones whg 

ec ey will not be arrested, 

For, gentlemen of the grand Ne 
is. well to repeat, and have it — Aye i 
stood in times like the present, that this 
is a government of law and order, and 
that the majesty of the law must and 
‘surely will, prévail. You and 1 are its 
ministers now, and not one single duty 
or responsibility ought to be shirked, 
evaded or postponed. The situation of af- 
fairs demands prompt and vigorous action 
on the part of each and every officer of 
the law, which it should be not only the 
wish, but the pleasure of every good citi- 
zen to obey. 

“The questions with which ‘we have to 
deal are wholly apart from any of the 
alleged grievances between the employees 
of the Pullman and railroad companies and 
their employers, but the overshadowing 
question here is whether the laws of the 
United States“ shall be permitted to be 
trampled under foot with impunity, and as 
to that there can be but one answer, and 
that is in the negative.” 


INDIOTMENTS-RETURNED.- 
By consent of counsel it was thereupon

Shortly afterwards Heartt donned 
his uniform and cap, and when the train 
was ready to start, received his running 
orders; but about 11 o’clock he returned 
to witness’s Office and, after refusing to 
take his train out, resigned his position. 

Upon cross examination the defendant's 
counsel attempted to show by the witness 
that he was biased against Heartt and 
stated that the conductor refused to take.

get his uniform. A few minutes later 
he appeared upon the platform with his 
full uniform ahd cap off, and walked 
down the train with witness to the baggage 
car which was being loaded with mail, 
baggage and express. Witness asked if 
he was ready, whereupon Heartt went 
over to the office and obtained his orders. 
A few minutes later he returned, handed 
up the orders to the engineer, as usual, 
and then walked about half the length of 
the train, where ‘he stopped and beckoned 
to witness. At his request McGovern 
went over to the superintendent’s office 
and told Mr. Beamer that Heartt wanted 
to see him, and conveyed to the con- 


ductor ‘the superintendent’s response 
which was. to the effect that 
he was in dis office and if 


Heartt wanted to see him he could do so 
there. Heartt, with a flourish remarked 
that he refused to take the train out, 
and resigned. Turning to the baggage- 
man, McGovern asked: How is it with 
you, Weaver?“ .whereupon the latter re- 
signed also. At that time there was a full 
crew on the train, engineer, fireman, mail 
clerk, express messenger, baggageman and 
brakeman, and it was arranged to send a 
number of deputy marshals out on it, 
but, as the result of Heartt’s resignation, 
it was fully four hours later before the 


train pulled out. : 

The witness was very briefly interro- 
gated upon cross-examination, but insisted 
that he could not be mistaken as to the 
order in which Heartt made his re- 
marks. 

After it had been shown by Deputy 
Marshal Goodrich that Heartt had been 
duly served with the writ of injunction 
on Saturday afternoon, and by General 
Passenger Agent H. G. Thompson that 
Heartt had accepted orders regarding the 
collection of ticket rates on the trip, th 
government’ rested its case. 
At 3:15 o’clock Charles L. Heartt, the 
deféndant, took the witness-stand in his 
own behalf. He testified to the effect that 
upon learning from Chief Train Dispatcher 


McGoyern that Superintendent Beamer 
wished to see him, be called 
at the latter's office” at 9.30 
or 10 o’clock on Sunday morn- 


ing. Superintendent Beamer informed him 
that he wished to send out a train to 
San Diego, and that, as he was the first 
man out, he wanted him to take it. He 
replied that he would, and asked the su- 
perintendent if he would be expected to 
wear his full uniferm. McGovern replied 
that. he* would, and when he asked if his 
regular crew would be there, was assured 


as usual, and, after putting | 
on, Be’ walked dver to the baggage car, 
which was being loaded. While he stood 
| there the train backed down a little, and 
he at once asked the engineer who gave 
him the signal to do so; and told him that 
he had given him no signal. He then 
went over to Superintendent Beamer’s 
office and told that official that, as he was 
“now subject to the mandate of the Federal 
Court, he wanted protection, and asked 
if it would be afforded him. There were 
then some two hundred and fifty or more 
men standing near the train, many of whom 
he did not know. He then proceeded to the 
train, and, noticing that one of the cars 
was marked shop,“ which meant that it 
was out of repair, called McGovern’s at- 
tention to it, but that official remarked . 
that but for a flat“ wheel, it was all 
right. He then examined the couplings, 
and went over to the telegraph office for 
his orders. The dispatcher put the orders

He was then ques- 
tioned as to what telegrams had passed be- 
tween himself and Eugene V. Debs and 
other officers of the union, but the defense 
objected on the ground that the telegrams 
themselves were the best evidence. 

When asked who ofdered the strike 
Heartt declared that he did not know, and 
claimed that he was “laying off’’ on June

He 
explained the men had assembled to- 
gether for the purpose of putting them- 
selves in the right light before the people 
of’ the city. He said that, im behalf of the 
men he represented and the corporation 
they have been working for, there is no 
direct war between the two. It is a mat- 
ter of principle. 

The name of George M. Pullman was 
mentioned by the speaker, and there was 
not a single hiss heard in the audience. 
He went on to say that this Pullman cut 
down the wages of his employees below 
the living point. After overtures had been 
made by the American Railway Union, 
without satisfactory results, the strike was 
ordered. The switchmlen on various Mines 
refused? to switch trains carrying Pull- 
man cars, and thus stogd by their breth- 
ren, who had not been allowed living 
wages. Continuing, the speaker expressed 
it as the belief of those for whom he 
spoke, that no man who has the proper 
sort of blood coursing through his veins 
will take the place of another man, who 
has stopped work in fighting for a princi- 
ple.

The train leaves 
here at 9:05, 11:00, 1:05, 3:05 and 5:05, the 
first, third and last train connecting for 
Redlands. The running time has also 
been cut down ten minutes, making the 
time to San Bernardino from here just 
forty minutes. These changes are prov- 
ing very satisfactory, and the motor is 
doing a big passenger and freight business. 
The mails are also carried by motor to 
and from points along the line. 

A regular overland freight service has 
been established between this city and Los 
Angeles, in which a large number of 
teams are engaged. Every precaution is 
taken to guard against a dearth in the 
market of any kind of provisions. 

The large number of wagons upon the 
streets gives the city something the air 
of pioneer days, though there is lacking 
the bustle and stir characteristic of those 
times. 

The value and necessity of the bicycle 
is seen in the present condition of no rail- 
way trains, a large number of wheel- 
men coming in from San Jacinto, Perris, 
Elsinore and other places when quick 
communication is needed.

INDEPENDENCE DAY. 


One hundred and eighteen years ago 
today, out of the midst of revolutionary

This attempt at. nation-building was a 
stupendous undertaking, the vastness of 
which, at this day, it is impossible for us 
to fully conceive.

The plow 
was left in the furrow, and instead of 
great mills turning out necéssary material 
for clothing for the army, the hand loom 
was kept busy in the home, the wife and 
mother toiling through the long hours to 
keep those at home and in the field clad 
in her plain homespun. The little boys, 
too young for war, drove the plow, which 
the father had left in the furrow, and at- 
tended to the industries, of the farm, while 
the girls spun the wool and helped as 
best they might in the struggle for free- 
dom and independence. 

The story is as old as our history. It 
is familiar to every girl and boy, in our 
public schools, and yet it is to be doubted 
if a proper consideration of the sacrifices 
made by the founders of this republic 
is impressed as it should be upon the 
Minds of the rising generation, or if a 
majority of the people themselves often 
pause to think of the vastness of their 
responsibility in maintaining this govern- 
ment, with all its liberties, intact, as 
it wae established a little more than a 
century ago.

THE STRIKE FROM A LOCAL STANDPOINT. 

While the people of Los Angeles are 
‘naturally annoyed and indignant at the 
stoppage of transportation facilities and 


they are not nearly so badly off as many 
other communities in this country. In the 
first place, we have the advantage of lily. 
ing within reach of the ocean, with two 
lines of railroad still in operation to the 
seacoast. Even if these lines should sus- 
pend operations, which is. not probable, 
it would still be possible to bring in freight 
and passengers by wagon and coach, the 
distance to the coast not being more than 
fifteen or twenty mil We can get sup- 
plies of every charactér by steamer from 
San Francisco and the northern Coast 
region. Even such a perishable product 
as cherries has been brought in from the 
North by steamer during the past few 
days in fair-condition, There is no fear 
that we shall run out of fuel, as in case 
of need it would be easy to telegraph to 
Puget Sound or British Columbia and get 
a steam collier down. Besides there are 
ofl wells within the city limits which are 
producing over one hundred and fifty bar- 
rels of petroleum daily. 

Then, again, Los Angeles is situated in 
the center of one of the most productive 
regions of the United States—a region 
which yields, or is capable of yielding, 
almost every vari of food product that 
is known to man. ithin a day's haul by 
wagon there are enough green vegetables 
and fruit to last the city for many months. 
Cattle are abundant within easy reach, 
and there is no interruption in the fish in- 
dustry. The butter and cheese that has 
been imported hitherto, has mostly come 
from the North by steamer, as it will 
still come, ‘and if somewhat less butter 
and cheese and eggs should be imported, 
it would be a good thing for our local pro- 
ducers, who have had to be satisfied with 
very low prices for some time past. 

Every cloud has a silyer lining, and the 
present strike, deplorable as it is, may 
prove of benefit to us in the long run by 
showing what our local resources are, how 
far they go toward supplying the home 
demand, and in what direction the local 
production should be increased. Los An- 
geles ought to be better able to withstand 
a strike of this kind than any other city 
in the United States of like size. When 
“we compare our condition just now with 
that of many other unfortunate communi- 
ties in the interior of Arizona, in the San 
Joaquin Vallex, and at other points where 
the thermometer ranges from 100 to 
120 deg. in the shade, where little or 
nothing in the line of varied food is pro- 
duced, where the ice and necessary arti- 
cles of food are beginning to give out, and 
where there are no means of getting any. 
more, or even of learning what is going 
on in the outside world, except by tele- 
. graph, we certainly ought to be thankful 
that our lines are cast in such pleasant 
places, :

The Relative Merits of Each for the Various 
Diseases Fiesh is Heir To. | 
(London Lancet:) Sea air and moun- 
tain air, both being tonic, will undoubt- 
edly improve the health that is already 
fairly good. Children almost invariably do 
well at the geaside, while the mo 
resorts are in general much less suitable 
to them. The same rule applies, though 
for different reasons, to the aged. Dyspep- 


sia, especially if of hepatic origin, often 


does badly at the seaside, but well in 

@ mountains... Skin diseases, especially 
eczema, are often aggravated by sea air. 
not clear that mountain air has any 
effect upon them. Struma, in all its pro- 
tean shapes, does notably better at the 
seaside than anywhere else. The bracing 
marine resorts should generally be chosen 
The existence of rheumatism,, cardiac dis- 
ease or renal disease, is usually a sufficient 
Teagon for placing a veto on the mountains. 
Bronchitis and emphysema do y in 
the mountains, but often wel) at the more 
sheltered marine resorts. 

Obstinate insomnia is a contra-indica- 
tion against both sea and mountain re- 
sorts, and calle usually for the sheltered 
island resorts; Milder cases of -insomnia, 
however, are often much benefited both 
at the seaside and among the mountains.

Here, 
again, if any change be desired, the shel- 
tered and moderately bracing island re- 
sorts will probably found to be most 
suitable.

. Not Necessarily Unhealthy to 
the Miner. 


Review:) Many points of in- 
tevett arb brought out in a description in 
a technical’ journal of the way in which 
arsehi¢ jg obtained from one of the most 
famous mi in England, the Devon Great 
Consuls; ; é mine was originally worked 
for copper alone, and would have n 
abandoned but for the discovery that the 
waste thrown out as worthless when cop- 
per was sought proved rich in arsenic. 
Although copper is still raised, it is in 
small quantities, and the mine has been 
resolyed into an arsenic. works.

As the arsenical soot is subjected to the 
influence of this heat the arsenic is sub- 
limed and condensed.

It prevents all eczema, and the fumes

Most workmen remain at the works for 
a number of years without suffering, 
but occasionally the symptoms of arsen- 
ical poison, loss of appetite, nausea, frontal 
headache and anaemia, declare themselves. 
The greatest danger to which the work- 
men are exposed is met with when it is 
necessary for any purpose to enter the 
upright shaft. The effect on the eyes is 
most painful, and a further curious evi- 
dence of the virulence of the pervading 
atmosphere becomes manifest. The men 
wear linen garments lined with flannel, and 
the sulphuric acid fumes completely de- 

stroy the linen in a few moments, 
| leaving the flannel intact, so that the 
men go into the shaft in linen and come 
out clad in wool. Fortunately it is seldom 
necessary to enter the shaft, or a great 
loss sight would ensue. -

Where All That Glitters. is Not 
Not improve—Poor Dressing gooms in 
Luxurious Theaters — Swell 
Apartments at Joslyn's.

the old scrubbing-room of the San Fran- 
cisco minstrels in their heydey. But 
Joseph Jefferson and Henry Irving would 
have to “wash up” in the same way that 
Peter Dailey did if they were starring in 
the same theater. Indeed, Sara Bern- 
hardt would have that same room as- 
signed to her, and would perform her toilet 
operations over the same kitchen sink 
unless she bought a proper washstand and 
had it brought in for use during the en- 
gagement. The theater was the Harlem 
Operahouse, in One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth street, and the audiences that nightly 
gather in its auditorium rightly regard 
it as one of the luxurious, new and mod- 
ern theaters of this town. It is not 
singled out here in order to cast any re- 
flection upon it or its owner. It is built 
as theaters nearly always are and always 
have been built, with every regard for the 
comfort of the audiences and the least 
possible consideration for the players upon 
the stage. Its gilt electroliers, its mar- 
ble entrance, its luxuriously upholstered 
chairs, its softly carpeted aisles, and its 
opulent decorations with gold and. color 
contrast only a little more strongly with 
the wretched actors’ quarters than if the 
theater were less beautiful; for prac- 
tically all theaters are alike in respect 
of the dog kennel quarters they provide 
for the players.

In some of these theaters—so ele- 
gant and commodious from the point of 
view of the audience—the dressing-rooms 
are mere dog kennels hidden away under 
the stage. They are dangerous as well as 
wretched quarters. It is the rule of the

most theaters, the progress of this end of 
the stage may be said to have been back-. 
ward in recent years. The accommoda- 
tions that are here described are the ones 
that the very greatest actors and ac- 
tresses must put up with. Coquelin and 
Irving, Duse and Bernhart get no bet- 
ter than James J. Corbett or the “Big 
Four.“ There is one exception to the me- 
diaeval rule of barnstorming quarters for 
actors, and that is a right-about-face im- 
provement on the dressing-rooms of all 
the other theaters in America. It is to be 
found behind the scenes of the Alvin 
Theater in -Pittsburgh. The Alvin is 
named for Alvin Joslyn, an actor, who 
built the theater. The dressing-rooms in 
that house are such as men and women of 
refinement can use without injury to their 
self-respect. . They have been the pride 
and talk of the profession ever since the 
“theater was built, which was not long ago. 
The stars have a dressing-room, a re- 
ception-room and a bathroom, and these 
rooms are superior to any that Booth or 
Irving ever built. for themselves. They 
have every modern convenience, and many 
elegancies and ornaments. 
peted and set with pictures and mir- 
rors. Hach company that plays at the Al- 
vin has the use of a greenroom, or place 
of meeting between the acts. This room 
is a beautiful parlor, elegantly and ex- 
pensively decorated with bric-a-brac and 
pictures, in addition to costly lounges and 
easy chairs. The Alvin, it is to be hoped, 
is the example of what all the fine thea- 
ters will be in the twentieth century. Thus 
far in the nineteenth century actors have 
deen housed like sheep. They are still 
made to feel like the strollers of old 
whenever they go to their work.

A BLOODY FIGHT. 


Exciting: Scene in the city Hall 


Assistant Fire Chief McMahon and Callman 
Shearer Come to Blows—The Lat- 
ter Badly Beaten in 

és the Contest. 


An exciting scene was enacted shortly 
after noon at the City Hall yesterday, 
terminating in some pretty heavy slugging. 


William Shearer, a sub-callman on the 


fire department, who has been employed 
for a few weeks at engine-house No. 2, 


entered the Chief’s office, in the City Hall, 


and had some conversation with Assistant 
Chief McMahon, who was in the room at 


the time. Some mutually disagreeable re- 


marks were made, and after this had gone 
on for several seconds hostile demoti- 
strations were made and Shearer attempted 
to strike McMahon. The blow missed, and 
hit Chief Moriarty instead. McMahon 
thereupon clutched Shearer by the throat 
and crowded him into a corner, but, be- 
fore any material damage was done, the 
two men were separated by Chief Moriarty. 

Shearer went out, but soon returned to 
the doorway to the Chief’s office, where 
he was told by Chief Moriarty to keep 
away from the plate. He did not do this, 
and, a few minutes later, the Chief took 
from him his badge. As seen at the time 
by a Times reporter, Shearer was appar- 
ently a good deal intoxicated. He was 
able to walk and to stand still in a rather 
uncertain manner, but talked incoherently. 

McMahon and others had by this time 
gone into the Chtef's office, while Shearer 
remained just outside the door. McMahon 
stepped out into the hall, and some words 
were heard to between him and 
Shearer, followed by the noise of a strug- 
gle, which brought those in the office 
out into the hall also. 

McMahon was seen to be grappling 
with Shearer, who is a considerably smaller 
mag than he, and the struggle carried 
them some distance along the ‘hallway. 
McMahon, getting the better of Shearer, 
threw him to the stone floor back down- 
ward and the back of his head striking 
on the floor, but with McMahon still 
clinging to him. 

Having Shearer on his back, McMahon 
held him down and with violent exclama- 


‘tions of anger began to strike with what 


was apparently the full force of his right 
fist, using the left hand to hold Shearer 
down. The blows struck Shearer in the 
face about his nose and eyes. 

McMahon had hit Shearer in this way 
perhaps four or five times when Chief 
Moriarty pulled him (McMahon) away, 
calling upon him to desist. McMahon 
was about to go at Shearer again when he 
was held by ahother bystander who en- 
deavored to persuade him to let Shearer 
alone. Even then McMahon cried out 
to let him (McMahon) alone, but a moment 
later he went away. 

Shearer was bleeding profusely and was 
helped outside where, after remaining for
